W ic a wonderful mineral salt is! In 


its’ way it is as precious as gold or 

silver, for cookery without salt weuld 

be a sorry affair, resembling “ Hamlet’’ with- 
out .“‘the ghost’’! The presence of salt is 
essential to bodily health, and the flavour is 
pleasing to the palate of most people. 
A dish. often contains, and is ter for 


definitely perceptible. Some excellent cooks 
add a pinch of salt to everything they make, 
whether it be a sweet or a savoury, a cake, 
pastry or fancy bread. It ma only a 
very small quantity, but they affirm that it 
helps to bring out the flavour of the other 
ingredients and make the whole a success. 

Salt, besides being a valuable and necessary 
asset to the cook, has many other uses. It is 
a cleanser, an antiseptic, a preservative, and 
a killer of slugs and snails. 

Salt is excellent as a remover of fruit, tea, 
coffee or wine stains from table linen when 
applied as soon as the stain occurs. Cover 
the stain immediately with salt, and wash the 
article stained-as soon as possible. The salt 
srevents the stain becoming permanent, and 
ba the great advantage of not injuring the 
material. 

Withont salt we could not have our per- 
fectly cured bacon or ham at breakfast; and 
fresh beef, which, if rubbed well with salt 
will keep for several days and be delicious 
when. nicely cooked and served, would often 
become unfit for use. 

A jam jar of water, to which a liberal table- 
spoonful of salt has been added, kills slugs 
and. snails instantly. 

A glass of hot water, to which a teaspoonful 
a salt has been added, is a splendid gargle 
for the throat, and is* recommended by all 
doctors and nurses. Salt is a great germ 
killer. i 

When making toast, if flames or smoke come 
between the bread and the clear, red glow of 
the coals, throw a small handful of salt into 
the fire, and the flames or smoke will subside. 

When boiling cabbage, a little salt added to 
the water when warm prevents a disagreeable 
odour while the eutenia is cboking. 

A pinch of salt added to the whites of 
eggs saves time when beating them till stiff. 

Handkerchiefs which have been used 
during a cold in the head should be steeped 
in hot water and salt before washing, to pre- 
vent infection. 

If enamel-ware pie dishes which have be- 
come brown in the oven are well rubbed with 
salt, they will recover their original 
appearance, if the discolouration is recent. 

These are only a few of the many uses to 
which salt can be put, besides that of a 
flavour. “* Krm,”’

A 


HERE is a movement in all modern edu- 
cation to develop a sense of Tresponsi- 
bility in the rising generation. The 

increasing popularity of the Dalton scheme 
and the introduction of civics as a separate 
school subject both point to this end, yet it 
is surprising the number of grown-up people 
who recognise no duty beyond the confines of 
their own home circle. 

There are many women who, as wives or 
mothers, leave little to be desired, yet all 
unconsciously their eyes are closed to ‘that 
wider vision which recognises a sense of 
responsibility to the community in which they 
live. 

The spring has an unfortunate habit of 
revealing deficiencies of character as well as 
of dress, for the season seldom passes without 
bringing us face to face with the problems 
of some form of infectious disease. 

Perhaps, familiarity breeds contempt; 
perhaps, mere thoughtlessness is the cause of 
the trouble; but the fact remains that there 
are a number of mothers whose children are 
suffering from some infectious ailment, and 
who yet adopt the most casual attitude re- 
garding the safety of others. 

The statement is not an exaggeration. Twice 
during the last year the writer has known 
children with whooping cough allowed to 
join in play with others who had never had 
the complaint. When it is realised that in 
one of these cases the carelessness led to the 
aacrifice of a precious little baby life, it is 
surely only reasonable to plead for mare 
caution. 

It is equally unwise to adopt the careless 
principle that grown-ups are immune from the 
infectious diseases of childhood. ‘lrue, they 
may escape; but it is a thoughtless compli- 
ment to invite them to the house of sickness, 
for it is a well-known fact that scarlet fever 
and chicken pox, to mention but two com- 
laints common in childhood, have an un- 
rinne privilege of being “ earried,'' 

Yet another danger lurks in the would- 
be tempting economy of purchasing second- 
hand articles for the use of children. 

A warning iliustration has recently come to 
our knowledge. A mother on the eve of pur- 
chasing a go-car, which was apparently in 
perfect condition, made the startling dis- 
covery unexpectedly that its late little owner 
had died the previous week of scarlet fever. 

While such lapses of public conscience are 
possible, it is well to take every SS a 
for the safety of the small inha —_ of

MINCE ROLL. 

Ind¥edients.—One pound mince, quarter 
pound ham or two sausages, two ounces 
breadcrumbs, one tablespoonful chopped 
parsley, half teaspoonful herbs, stock or 
water to moisten, salt, pepper, Cayenne, 
egg, breadcrumbs to coat, one pint stock, 
one ounce flour. 

Method.—Mix meat, crumbs, seasoning 
and flour, and sufficient stock or water to 
moisten. Shape into a roll, brush with 
beaten egg, and coat with crumbs, Fry 
quickly in hot fat tll well browned. 
Have hot one pint stock. Place un roll 
and seasoning. Stew gently one and a 
half hours. Thicken the gravy, using 
one tablespoonful flour, bring to boiling 
point, and pour over. 

SLIM CAKES. 

Slim Cake is really shorthread without 
sugar, and baked on a griddle. It is 
eaten hot, and is excellent for afternoon 
tea. 

Ingredients,—Six ounces lard or butter, 
eight ounces flour, pinch of salt. 

Method.—Steve the flour and salt into 
a basin. Rub in the fat, and before it 
is quite like breadcrumbs form into a 
paste and knead till pliable. Roll out, 
and cut in squares, diamonds or rounds. 
Bake on a fairly hot griddle till crisp and 
golden brown on both sides, Serve hot. 

MUFFINS. 

Ingredients.—One | gy flour, one egg, 
one teaspoonful baking soda, one tea- 
spoonful cream of tartar, three ounces 
butter, two ounces sugar, buttermilk to 
mix. 

Method.—Melt the butter. Beat egg. 
Miz flour, sugar, soda and tartar; add 
butter, egg and milk. Make into a soft 
dough with buttermilk, roll out half inch 
thick, cut into rounds. Cook on griddle. 
Serve hot or cold,

SCOTTISH LIFE SOCIETY AND 
THE FREE STATE. 


Mr. William Watson, J.P., Secretary of the 
Scottish Legal Life Assurance Society, gave 
evidence at a sitting of the Industrial Assur- 
ance Committee in Dublin, at which 
Mr. M‘Cann, K.C., Chairman, presided. 

Mr, Watson stated that the Society was 
started in 1852 in Glasgow. Their total in- 
come for last year on the Whole of their 
system was £1,084,670, including interest on 
investments and premium income. Their 
premium income was £956,218 odd, an in- 
crease of £84,000 ón the previous year. Their 
surplus on the year’s transactions, after pay- 
ing all expenses and all claims, was £312,529. 
The Dublin agency was instituted in Decem- 
ber, 1897, and all their other agencies in the 
Free State dated from December, 1918, Col- 
lections in the Free State last year were 
£42,977 and claims paid amounted to £16,025. 
In agency expenses, - commissions,  etc., 
£15,514 was paid. 

The Chairman said that if they were to 
follow in the Free State the lead that had 
been given by the British Parliament, Mr. 
Watson’s society would have to register a 
separate friendly society in Ireland. 

fr. Watson said that his society would 
not like to be cut off from connection with 
the Free State. They were willing to pay 
a reasonable deposit, but the question of 
opening up a new society in the Free State 
would involve the formation of a separate 
Board of Management, with considerable re- 
sultant expense, and as to that question, there- 
fore, he could not commit him He thought, 
however, that the Society would be very 
unwilling to allow the supervision of their 
business in the Free State to be altogether 
taken away from the Glasgow h office. 

In the course of further evidence, Mr. Wat- 
son said that, while the total investments 
of the Society amounted to £1,484,000, only 
£2,700 was vested in the Free State, They

pipette) The regiment left Madras on 
May 18th-19th, “T887, sailing on the 
: hiy river; Neill met the main body 
at Allahabad on June 11th. The men 
were in a parlous state from sunstroke, 
fever and cholera, Eighty died in three 
days. Neil] himself was barely able to 
crawl, sustaining himself with repeated 
draughts of champagne and water. He 
had to be carried to the batteries, while 
on march, to direct the fire. The route 
was through a country of torrential rains ; 
yet seventy miles were marched at one 
period in forty-eight hours. The Enfield 
rifle was used for the first time in this 
campaign. 

Towards the end of July there was fric- 
tio’ between Neil] and Havelock, the 
Commanding Officer of the Expedition ; 
the latter wished to depart temporarily 
from the relief march. Neill, realising 
how this would affect the moral of his 
men, protested vigorously. He was 
threatened with arrest: “ You now stand 
warned, Attempt no further dictation.’’ 
The besieged in Lucknow were growing 
daily more despondent, and the number 
of defections among the natives was ever 
increasing.. On the night of September 
22nd Ongud, the native spy, came into 
the entrenchments having narrowly 
escaped death from the Hindoo sentries. 
Ontram and Havelock’ had crossed the 
Ganges, he reported. The actual entry 
into Lucknow did not take place until 
September 25th, and in the street fighting 
which followed, the 78th, did at least its 
share, notably in the hand-to-hand 
struggle round the Residency. We are 
given an excellent photograph of the road 
along which the “Blue Caps” advanced. 
Another interesting photograph is that of 
a group of the wr Bs and men, leaning 
on a cart taken within the city, just after 
its relief. The officers carry swords, and 
the men, two of whom are unmistakably 
Irish by their names—Duffy and Coghlan 
—wear the famous Blue Cap. 

Neill was shot by one of the last shots 
fired on that day. Four of the ranks 
were awarded Victoria Crosses for valour 
either at Lucknow or on the upward 
march. Their names are Sergeant 
Patrick Mahoney, Private John Ryan, 
Private Thomas Duffy and Private J. 
Smith. Neither anesthetic nor nourish- 
ment was available for the wounded—not 
even rags to dress the men. Yet Captain 
Grant, from whom a bullet was extracted 
by a surgeon who cut with a blunt knife, 
the victim's head being held between 
another officer's legs, lived to fight many 
another, day until his death at eighty-five 
years. Indeed, Colonel Woods, who has 
contributed the foreword, fought at 
Lucknow in the regiment as a lieutenant. 
Of the 917 of all ranks who had left 
Madras some months earlier, only some 
three hundred ragged veterans survived to 
participate in the reception given to them 
by the Governor-General and the Govern- 
ment grandees at Madras on February 
14th of the following ‘year. 

In 1859 the quarter of a million troops 
guarding “John Company” were taken 
from its control by Parliament. The dis- 
Satisfaction which this produced was 
evinced at the Queen's birthday celebra- 
tions of that year, when the 78th refused 
to cheer Her Majesty. Withal, two-thirds 
of the regiment remained in their old unit. 
In 1870 the 78th left for England, for the 
first time since its formation, over two 
centuries earlier. The name “Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers’’ was not bestowed until 
1881, when the battalion was in Ceylon. 

This beautifully produced volume is well 
up to the standard set by the earlier issues 
in the series. The career of the Dublins 
is traced through the two Boer Wars. 
After the peace of Vereeniging the regi- 
ment never-returned to Ireland. It was 
stationed in Madras just before the out- 
break of the Great War, and, fittingly 
enough, after appropriate ceremony by 
the townsmen, the battalion placed a 
wreath at the base of Neill’s statue on 
February 17th, 1913. Within eighteen 
months the 1st Battalion Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers had left to participate in those 
scenes which formed so noble a termina- 
tion to the regiment's glories.

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MILAN UNDER THE VISCONTI. 

One expects romance to leap from such 
names as Visconti, Milan, Lombardy in 
the Quattrocento, and in this volume Miss 
Muir, without any deliberate fine writing, 
does convey that romance of fourteenth 
century Italy, with its brilliant civilisa- 
tion, its wealth and splendour and, what 
is most fascinating of all, the rich and 
subtle personalities of its great men. Her 
mao, are subject, the Visconti, contri- 
buted more than their share to that 
galaxy of fascinating personalities—a 
galaxy such as few ages in human history 
afford. They were short-lived, and ruled 
Milan only from 1295 to 1447, when by 
marriage of Bianca, illegitimate daughter 
of the last of them, Filippo Maria, to 
Francesco Sforza, the Dukedom passed tc 
a new liné ; but in that short period we 
et the story of a wonderful dynasty, 
culminating in Giangaleazzo. Under him 
the already widespread Milanese Lordship 
was made to embrace all Northern Italy, 
save for the narrow mainland possessions 
of Venice, and no State in Europe of its 
size was so rich, civilised and flourishing. 
'Giangaleazzo, the supreme genius of the 
family, turned the old Lordship of Milan 
into a Duchy and at the moment of his 
death was planning to turn the Duchy 
into @ Kingdom of Lombardy. . Of his 
sudden death, in his full prime at the 
age of filty, one can say that not many 
deaths in history have been more 
momentous. Miss Muir, perhaps, over- 
estimates the possibilities of establishing 
that Kingdom. Alter all, Giangaleazzo’s 
heir, Giovanni Maria, a madman and 
brute, almost certainly would have lost 
the new Kingdom, as he almost lost the 
old Duchy. . A. new Kingdom of Milan 
would have had against 1t a combination 
of ioes, Italian and foreign, whose attacks 
it would have been hard to survive. 
Nevertheless, Miss Muir is right in show- 
ing, as she does, skilfully and convinc- 
ingly, how the passing of the greatest of 
the Visconti enabled Venice rapidly to 
become the great rival of Milan in Lom- 
bardy, and. Florence to recover and to 
dominate all Tuscany. In the four- 
teenth century Milan was the leading 
North Italian power, in the fifteenth 
but one of four. 

Miss Muir makes a good case that the 
domination of Milan was far lighter and 
more ular over its subject cities than 
that enice or any other Italian power ; 
but then, while Milan was subject to 
fluctuations due to the personal ability 
of its rulers, Venice had evolved a wonder-, 
ful stability which gave it a continuity 
of government and a strength such as no 
other Italian city had; and this fitted it 
excellently for empire. The personal 
equation in Visconti rule was its danger 
and meant a constant strain: every suc- 
cessor had to face a life-struggle to hold 
the State together. The strain is reflected 
in the pathetic remark of Filippo Maria, 
the last Visconti, on his death-bed—" he

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THE NEW CHINA. 

Beíore the revolution of 1911 China was 
as strange to Europeans as in the days of 
Marco Polo. To-day the brilliant silken 
gowns of the men and the jacket and 
trousers of women are yielding place tv 
European styles of dress. European 
architecture is supplanting the native 
art; and, though o entlemen remove 
their spectacles when they address you 
and shake hands with themselves, young 
Chinamen stare through their glasses and 
use our Western mode of salutation. 

Professor E. T. Williams, of California 
University, who has thirty-five years of 
Chinese experience, describes the transi- 
tion from the old world to the new in 
what we judge to be one of the most 
interesting and sound books on the Far 
East that have been published. Mr. 
Williams is no Fynes Morison; holding 
that which is strange in contempt. His 
account of the old China does not conceal 
the ugliness and the baseness of many 
customs which are being attacked by the 


‘new enlightenment. On the other hand, in 


his account of the revolution, he does not 
stress, as did so many superficial 
observers, the absurd excesses of the new 
enthusiasm. He does not fill his chapters 
with stories of people buying European 
medicines in order to be in the fashion, 
without knowing. their purpose or their 
method of application. He writes as one 
so familiar with Chinese life as to see all 
in proportion and to divide mere bizarre 
externals from interior realities. 

Mr. Williams writes well on the 
geography, history and social customs of 
the Chinese in his early chapters; but it 
is when he describes their family life, 
their arts and crafts, their village re- 
publics, their craft-guilds and their 
religions, that he is at his best. Here, 
out of a full knowledge, he paints a de- 
tailed, convincing, fascinating picture of 
the world of strange life that fills what 
is to us, on the map, a vast and puzzling 
tract sprinkled with mysterious names. 
He fills six hundred closely-written pages, 
and the interest never flags; while tables 
of dates, statistics, currency tables and 
maps provide reference matter which ives 
the book the importance of a standard 
work. 

Mr. Williams never forgets that he ís 
an American; his literary accent and 
his sentiments forbid the reader's for- 
getting it too. He evidently believes that 
in the United States all is for the best in 
the best of all possible civilisations, and 
he approves highly of new - China’s 
tendency towards American manners and 
ideals. Accordingly we suspect that 
children of a more conservative nation 
might find something more than he does to 
regret in the passing of an ancient order 
of things.

THE EAST INDIA HOUSE. 

Fla has etched on every mind a 

delicate, quaint picture of the East India 
House and its clerks, as they were a 
hundred years ago in the quiet days that 
were before telegraphs, trains and trams 
altered London and the world. Now Mr. 
William Foster, C.I.E., who has been in 
charge of the India Office records for six- 
teen years, and claims forty years’ 
familiarity with the East India Company’s 
papers, gives. us a careful history of that 
famous House—a work, written in a 
scholarly, tasteful English that would 
have delighted Elia’s own exquisite palate. 
It gives us knowledge of instructive 
passages of London history, and contains 
much interesting literary gossip, and 
accounts of James and John Stuart Mill, 
Thomas Love Peacock, and, of course, 
the genius loci, Lamb. 
The East India Company was, as it 
were, a State within the State. Like the 
Hansards of old, the sturdy merchants and 
traders who set up their sign in Leaden- 
hall street and cast their influence over 
the ocean to far-off shores, ruled a com- 
mercial empire as if they were a conquer- 
ing nation. As with the Hansards, their 
energies woke a political sense in the field 
of their activities, and their works were 
the seeds of history. The contemporary 
pictures of the beautiful timbered House 
of 1711, with its air of oltl-world ease and 
well-being, move the imagination, and in 
the stately gentleman leaning over the 
balcony we figure some sun-tanned cap- 
tain home from the opulent East, awaiting 
instructions for the next venture. Twelve 
chapters Mr. Foster devotes to the old 
times that closed with the end of the 
eighteenth century and (a little later) the 
disbanding of the famous Roya! East India 
Volunteers ; and he makes old forgotten 
clerks, treasurers and secretaries live 
again—shrewd, solid men of the true 
Hansard type. 7 

The remaining’ chapters tell us of the 
Mills, Peacock and Lamb, in the days of 
their not arduous service to the House. 
There are anecdotes of Lamb—office jokes 
—as handed down to the members of the 
present Inda Office. Those “more MSS. 
in folio than ever Aquinas wrote ” which 
were the work of his pen, are gone; but a 
copy of Booth’s “Tables of Interest ” re- 
mains in the Accountant-General’s depart- 
ment, with his mock reviews, alluding to 
the way in which the interest of the work 
“rises to the end.” We learn that his 
income as a servant of the House mounted 
at last to £730 a year; so that for his 
“ task-work ' he was not badly paid.

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ESTONIAN TALES. 

Estonia, now liberated after seven 
centuries of oppression, is a terra wncog- 
nita to the reader of fiction. Ground 
down alternately by German overlords 
and Russian landowners, the peasants 
have developed traits which are not 
strange when one considers their condi- 
tions of life and thought. A capacity 
for enduring tyranny and for being satis- 
fied with little was once the dominant 
factor. Now, a more ambitious peasant 
will arise, preferring death to the lash. 
These most touching stories yield little 
joy. When they locked the leper in his 
hut a villager sang the hymn sung only 
at the funeral; for the afflicted one was 
now to be immured till the day of his 
death, Woman must submit to the 
seigneur’s lust; not so the Finnish Judith 
who will save herself for the lover who 
steps it out with her on the dreary march 
to Siberia. The writer is a Finnish lady, 
and she has contrived to give us intimate 
pictures ‘of her country, with its short 
summer of juniper berries and fields of 
rye, followed by the dreary, desolate 
winter. A strange fate breathes over this 
sle of Slaves,’’ the scene 
of many of these stories. The authoress 
tells us that she has builded around fact, 
and we have little difficulty of accepting 
her word when we remember that as late 
as 1919 this land was harried by the 
Bolshevist infantry and the German 
Landeswehr under von der Goltz.

This is not a detective tale of the kind to 
which we have become accustomed. When we 
read a detective story we expect to find the 
chief character more or less modelled on the 
pattern of Sherlock Holmes—a man who 
gives us amazing results, obtained by acute 
reasoning, from apparently insignificant 
data. Detective Sergeant Colson, who dis- 
covers the identity of the murderer 
of Mr. Templeton, does not in the least re- 
semble his brother detectives of fiction. He 
is the police officer detective; he gets his 
results by hard work, not by brilliance. In- 
deed, nobody could accuse him of undue 
brilliance; for there did seem to be one or 
‘Wo fairly obvious clues which he missed for 
a considerable time. It is, of course, easy 
enough to find faults with him, or with the 
methods of any story-book investigator of 
crime; and the fact remains that Colson 
proves, at any rate, to possess more than 
average inteliigence. ‘The Templeton 
Case’’ is well and attractively written, and 
is distinguished by the fact that there is in 
it no other interest than pure detection.

The Crisis and. After. 

After a second debate in Dail Eireann 
the origin of the Army crisis remains 
obscure, Ministers have resigned and 
military changes have been made ; but the 
country feels that the real causes or, at 
any rate, the full causes of these results 
have not been disclosed. Only two facts 
are obvious—that unsatisfactory and even 


‘dangerous conditions have been allowed to 


develop in the Free State Army, and that 
the Government has shown much weak- 
ness in dealing with them. Furthermore, 
the Government: has made matters worse 
by a policy of secrecy. Like Horace's 
foolish man with the ulcer, it has con- 
cealed the growth of a disease which Par- 
liament, if duly and properly consulted, 
might have helped it to cure: Now, at 
least, the existence of the disease is public, 
and its prompt cure must be the immediate 
concern of all parties in the State. Mr. 
John McNeill’s speech was illuminating 
because it analysed the conditions which 
have created the present situation. They 
were abnormal conditions, and apprecia- 
tion of that fact may tempet criticism and 
may help to direct the methods of reform. 
There were hints yesterday of possible 
revelations which would make the country’s 
flesh creep. At this stage the country does 
not want them : its flesh has been forced to 
creep far too much and too often during 
the past three years. The country, as we 
believe, is quite willing» to draw a veil 
over all the abuses which have been 
tolerated and all the mistakes which have 
been made, if the Government wil] decide 
forthwith to take .Major Cooper's advice 
and to “get on with the work.” The only 
thing which matters now is that the Army 
shall cease to be an unpredictable factor 
in national affairs. The Free State can 
have no. security in politics and no 
prosperity in business until the last sus-

The cynic may question the sincerity ol 
these remarks.

Partition is an 
accomplished fact, and national unity 
cannot be imposed by Governments on the 
people; it must be allowed to grow 
naturally from small beginnings. That 
growth is starting already. The Bel- 
fast meeting is evidence of its develop- 
ment, and the duty of every Irishman on 
both sides of the border is to do everything 
in his power to foster it. Much has been 
said and done in Northern Ireland, as 
well as in the Free State, during recent 
years to interfere with the growth of 
friendly relations between the two com- 
munities; but it is obvious now that there 
is good-will in the minds of the Northern 
business men, Their colleagues in the 
South ought not to be lacking in 
reciprocity, 

Neither the six, nor the twenty-six, 
counties are an economic unit, and 
each needs something. from the other. 
Donegal needs Derry just as Fermanagh 
needs Clones; and there are a thousand 
ways in which partition has cut across the 
normal economic life of the country. It 
seems to us that, if unity is to be achieved 
in our time, it will not be through 
Boundary Commissions, it will not be 


through political rapprochement ; but it will 


be through the urgent necessities of trade 
and commerce, Economic laws govern the 
world. Every war since the siege of Troy 
has been fought for reasons of trade, and 
every peace has been dictated by the same 
considerations,’ From the traders’ point 
of view there is no excuse for the partition 
oi Ireland, and, if the business men had 
their way, the Customs barrier along the 
Six County border would disappear to- 
morrow. Facts cannot be ignored, how- 
ever, and for the time being the best must 
be made of a bad job. If the business men 
of the North would do their utmost to 
encourage good relations with their fellow- 
traders in the South, and vice versa, the 
joint effort in the fulness of time would 
triumph over every barrier. For that 
reason we welcome the remarks of Messrs. 
Clokey and M‘Mullan, one of whom is a 
member of the majority party in the 
Northern House of Commons ; and we hope 
sincerely that their friendly overtures will 
find a ready response in the South, 


Competition in Trade. 


Some interesting criticism of British 
manufacturers’ methods is made‘ by ‘the 
Manchester Guardian's Correspondent in 
Christchurch, New Zealand. ‘The chief 
complaints are based on failure to adver- 
tise sufficiently, dilatoriness in the execu- 
tion of orders, reluctance to undertake 
any variation from the usual line and 
lack of trust in giving credit, The British 
manufacturer is suffering now from over- 
confidence, born of unrivalled success fifty 
years ago. He stands upon his past 


‘reputation and refuses to believe that 


foreigners practising more modern methods 
may be wresting from him his erstwhile 
pre-eminence. His attitude, says the Christ- 
church Correspondent, is “ take it or leave 
it.” British-manufactured articles have 
won, and. maintain, an excellent reputa- 
tion, but the challenge from abroad has 
become more dangerous and cannot be 
disregarded with impunity. The compari- 
son is all in favour of . American 
business men, who have not failed to 
adapt themselves to changing condi- 
tions, Unless American products are 
to win pride of place, British pro- 
ducers must learn “to tell the world 
about it,” The American manufacturer 
will try to undertake any order, even if 
there is no profit. to be made by it... His 
‘policy is to make friends “abroad -and to 


‘secre a firm foothold in ‘every market. 
Moreover, his ontlopk is more flexible and 
he: is ready: to give a trial. to-any 
method that may Be wubgested '

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

Ouestion time in the House of Commons was 
a slow this afternoon, and there was very 
little information vouchsafed of any import- 
ance, Mr. Snowden informed Lieutenant- 

Kenworthy that the Government 
was not consulted by the banks, nor by the 
French Government, with reference to the 
credits recently advanced to support theFrench 
exchange. The London et: was open to 
borrowers, and the Government of the day 
did not intervene. 

Mr. Foot returned to the question of Lord 
Rodney’s pension, and was informed by the 
Chancellor oí the Exchequer that he would 
become a discussion, but that it was impos- 
sible to give special time.

On the Committee stage of the Air Esti- 
mates, which provide for a force of 365, 
men, the Government were closely pressed by 
a number of Opposition members to state more 
fully than had yet been done the policy which 
had in their minds. There was a great 
deal of talk about the horrors of aerial war- 
fare, and the opinion was expressed that no 
standard of strength would secure immunity 
from attack. e only safe policy, urged 
Mr, Mosley, was to induce general disarma- 
ment, and he was pleased to observe tliat the 
Government had made a good start in that 
direction. 

General Seely was all for a strong Air 
Force, and warned the Government that any 
attempt to let our air defences down would 
meet with the most uncompromising op- 
position, 

Commander Burney dwelt on the need for 
encouraging civil and commercial aviation, - 
but Sir John Simon directed the attention of 
the House once more to the purely warlike 
side of the question. He deprecated any 
wholesale cutting down of the Air Force, 
pending the completion of international agree- 
ment. If humanity could not find a way of 
stopping the horrors of. aerial warfare, he 
despaired of our vaunted civilisation. 

Sir Samuel Hoare’s belief was that the 
real solution of the problem lay, not in the 
reduction of armaments, but in a prohibition 
of aerial warfare altogether. 


Mr. Leach, the Under Secretary, en- 
deavoured to supply the demand for informa- 
tion as to the Government’s policy. It was 
not, he said, one of reduction, but one of dis- 
armament, and not one of non-resistance. The 
Government's policy would be found in the 
forthcoming year’s programme. Beyond that 
ho committed the overnment to nothing. 


On the Army vote, which came next, Lad 
Astor expressed her appreciation of the diffi- 
culty of Labour members in reconciling prob- 
lems of defence with the Sermon on the 
Mount, and she congratulated the Government 
on the attitude they had adopted. If, she 
continued, the members of the Government 
learned as much in the next six weeks as they 
had learned in the past, even Singapore would 
be safe in their hands. It was rather a pity 
that some of the Labour Back Benchers had 
not obtained a post in the Ministry, 

This drew from Mr. Lunsbury the remark 
that that was a good sample of Christian 
love and charity. Lady Astor retorted that 
she tried to live Christianity, instead of 
bragging about it. Mr. McEntee asked 
whether the noble lady was entitled to make 
insulting remarks, whereupon Lady Astor re- 
plied that some of the Back Benchers seemed 
to think they could hurl anything at members 
of the Opposition, but the moment they 
themselves were criticised, they went “up in 
the air.” 

The House agreed to the vote.

Lord Thomson, in the Lords, moved the 
second reading of the Auxiliary Air Force 
and Air Force Reserve Bill. These forces, 
he said, corresponded to the Territorial Force 
and the Army Reserve, respectively. The 
Ea of the bill was to enable the Air 
Ministry to start recruiting on a constitu- 
tional basis for thirteen new regular squadrons 
which would form part of the Home Defence 
Air Force. Provision was made for county 
schemes similar to those connected with the 
Territorial Force. Any cer or recruit 
must accept liability to be called out in- 
dependently of the embodiment of the Force. 
The bill also gave power to_enlist men into 
the Air Force Reserve without liability to 
serve abroad. 

The Marquis of Londonderry expressed 
great satisfaction and pleasure at the speech 
of the noble lord. Naturally, the Opposition 
found themselves in almost total agreement 
with the bil. The measure ought to enlist 
the interest and sympathy of employers, 
because of its policy of forming a Home 
Defence Force on a non-regular basis. 

The House agreed to the second reading.

Mr. Thomas R. Gonzalvez José, ,Mus.D., 
who died in Dublin yesterday, was well 
known to two generations ‘of musicians in 
Dublin. In his younger % he was the 
close friend of the late Sir Robert Stewart 
and Joseph Robinson; while as senior Pro- 
fessor of Harmony and Counterpoint at the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music, he had a 
large share in guiding the studies and direct- 
ing the progress of those who are active in 
Irish music to-day. That appointment Dr. 
Jozé held from the early days of the Academy 
until about eight years ago, when he retired 
and was Nina by Dr. Kitson, who has 
since left Dublin, and been succeeded by Dr. 
Larchet. 

Dr. Jozé was born in Dublin more -éhan 
seventy years ago, and notwithstanding his 
forei name, was an Irishman by birth 
and in temperament—especially in readiness 
of humour. 

Although he never obtained a wide reputa- 
tion, Dr. Jozé was, in the opinion of those 
musicians who knew his work, very highly 
gifted. His whole life was spent in the 
practice of music. His father as a talented 
musician, a pupil of Vincent Wallace. In 
his boyhood Dr. Jozé showed remarkable 
precocity. He was a chorister at Christ 
Church. Cathedral, under Richard W. Beatty, 
in: the ‘sixties, and when his voice failed 
he became deputy organist of the Cathedral. 
As a choir boy he sung the solo music at 
the investiture as a Knight of St. Patrick 
of King Edward VII. At the age of 20 
he won a prize offered by the Hibernian 
Catch Club for a five-part glee, and being 
encouraged in musical studies, he went on to 
take his degree in music at Trinity College, 
and in 1877 obtained the doctor's 
degree at the age of 23. His examiners 
were Sir Robert Stewart and Dr. Mahaffy. 
This event was followed by visits to musical 
centres abroad, and then he settled down to 
his long career as a teacher of music In 
Dublin. For many years he was organist 
of Christ Church, Leeson Park, 

Dr. José wrote many compositions, but only 
the smaller of them are well known—those 
settings, frequently heard at choral societies 
concerts in Dublin over many years, of Irish 
airs (generally in the form popularised by 
Thomas Moore) which he harmonised and 
atranged attractively for male voice, female 
voice and mixed choirs. In 1885 a comic 
opera. by him, entitled “ Les Amourettes, 
was performed in Dublin for the benefit of 
Mercer's Hospital He also wrote an Irish 
orera, which, however, was never published 
or performed as a whole, though musicians 
who had access to the score have praised it 
highly. His setting of ' St. Patrick s Breast- 
plate” is now generally used in the Church 
of Ireland, and was sung or heard by 
thousands of members of that Church at the 
beginning of this week. 

n his earlier years Dr. Jozé was a pro- 
minent figure in Dublin life, and had charge 
of the musical arrangements for various pub- 
lic events. He was conductor for many years 
of the Students’ Orchestra at the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music. In 1904, at the visit 
or King Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra, 
a setting of ‘‘Come Back to Erin’”’ for choir, 
with string band accompaniment, was per- 
formed before Their Majesties by a choir 
and band of Academy pupils under his 
bdton. In the seventies and eighties he con- 
ducted the Kingstown Philharmonic Society. 
He was the oldest Dublin member of the 
Hibernian Cateh Club. During the existence 
of the Corinthian Club, another musical and 
dining club, he was its musical director. 

From his young days an active Freemason, 
Dr. José held, at various times, many offices 
in the Order, and was Grand Organist. In 
that capacity he officiated at the organ at 
many important Masonic assemblies for a long 


period. 
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SONG AND VIOLIN 
RECITAL. 
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M. BERTIN AND MISS TERRY 
O'CONNOR. 


At Monsieur Jean Bertin’s recital at the 
Abbey Lecture Hall, Dublin, last night, both 
the programme and its performance were of 
uniform high level as to musical taste and 
understanding. M. Bertin, singing in French, 
gave three groups of songs with a versatile 
Sa mu to their mood and style and a purity 
of diction that made his phrasing very telling 
and: intelligible. In addition to command of 
technique, M. Bertin has the gift of tempera- 
ment; and manages his pleasing, if limited, 
voice with much resource and ability. 


Massenet’s “Vision Fugitive” (Hero- 
diade) was delightful in that tone-nuance and 
feeling that mark this “ feminine ' composer. 
In the “Figaro” aria (Rossini), M. Bertin’s 
command of operatic style was convincing. 
He was careful to preserve the musical values 
throughout, never descending to buffoonery, 
and in the ‘‘ Toreador’s Song’’ also the ap- 
peal was strikingly true and effective. Some 
““Bergerette's” of the XVIII. century ; 
L' Angelus (Fourdrain), ‘“‘ Za Maison Grise’’ 
(Messager), must be noted. The Hahn songs 
were beautiful, though in “D'une Prison,” 
the atmosphere, ‘‘si bleu, si calme,’’ was 
rather sacrificed to the passion of the verse. 


M. Bertin is decidedly an acquisition to oar 
musical life; and the same may be said of his 
accompanist, Mr. Arthur Duff, whose accom- 
paniments to L’ Angelus and the tragic plea, 
‘Noel des enfants qui n'ont plus de 
Maisons"’ were beautiful in touch and 
rhythmic pointing. Mr. Duff's pedal. back- 
grounds to the Paganini-Kreisler ‘‘ Praelu- 
dium und Allegro’’ were carefully studied 
and. satisfying...Indeed, his work was full 
of fine points of detail, and a constant pleasure 
to follow. 

Miss Terry O'Connor was the violinist. 
The “ Praeludium und _ Allegro’’ and 
Dvorak’s “ Slavische Fantasie’’ alone were 
worth going far to hear. Miss O'Connor has 
brilliance of execution; but it is in her ap- 
preciation of rhythm that she excels and 
makes such electrical appeal. She was re- 
called many times after each appearance, and 
though, perhaps, her sentiment is too 
obviously stressed, the Kreisler arrangements 
were at one in strength and purity of tone 
through their easy, gracsful mastery of the 
virtuoso variations.

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MR. CHURCHILL'S DEFEAT.

The supporters of Mr. Churchill in the 
Abbey Division of Westminster were rather 
depressed last night on the returns from 
the different polling stations, and their 
pessimism was justified when the figures 
were announ to-day. Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Nicholson had a neck to neck race 
for first place, but it was evident that the 
official machine of the Conservative Party 
had played its part well, and that Mr. 
Churchill had been defeated by only a very 
small number of votes. The position 
occupied by the Libera] candidate, Mr. 
Scott Duckers, must be regarded as 
mortifying to himself and his party. The 
mere handful of votes which he received 
shows that his politics and his record as 
a conscientious objector were alike re 
pugnant to the electorate. The Socialist 
did very much better, but to his sup- 
porters conscientious objection to Army 
service seems to be a merit. 


The New Member. 


Mr. Otho Nicholson, the new member 
for the Abbey Division of Westminster, is 
a nephew of the late member, Brigadier- 
General Nicholson. He joined the Rifle 
Brigade in 1914, but was gassed and in- 
valided out of the Army. He then devoted 
himself to the study of wireless telegraphy, 
later joining the Royal Engineers, and 
distinguished himself by becoming one of 
the foremost authorities on the wireless 
subject. He had his early political train- 
ing on the London County Council, and, as 
Mayor of Finsbury, an important London 
borough, he is the youngest of all London's 
civic heads. 


The Liberal Debacle. 


The poverty of the vote given to Mr. 
Scott Duckers, which means that he wil! 
forfeit one hundred and fifty pounds, was 
received by Liberals at the House of Com- 
mons with dismay. They could scarcely 
credit that their form of Liberalism had 
fallen to such a poor state as to be almost 
negligible. Members o& the party who are 
opposed to the whole idea of supporting 
the Socialists in power were not slow to 
point out the moral to those extremists 
in the party who would rather keep Labour 
in power than help the Conservatives. It 
is quite possible that the almost ludicrous 
defeat of Mr. Scott Duckers may have a 
repercussion at Westminster, where 
Liberals are growing more and more inde- 
pendent in their attitude towards the 
leaders of their party. It is not without 
significance that two-thirds of the Liberal 
Party have at times gone into the division 
lobbies in opposition to the Labour 
Government, an indication of the prevail- 
ing dissatisfaction in the party. 


A Fighting Record. 


Mr. Churchill has now fought a round 
dozen of contested elections, never having 
been fortunate enough to have secured an 
unopposed return. He has thus fought 
more elections than his former leader, Mr. 
Lloyd George, and as many as Sir Agg- 
Gardner, who entered the House of Com- 
mons in 1874. Whether Mr. Churchill 
will continue to nurse the Abbey Division 
seems uncertain, but it was suggested t 
day that he might do so, since a general 
election cannot be long delayed. 


A Parliamentary Quarrel. 


A rather unpleasant situation has de 
veloped at Westminster between the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer and Colonel 
Gretton. It arose out of a remark made 
by Mr. Snowden in answering a question 
about Ireland's finances. Colone] Gretton 
had complained that no intelligible state- 
ment of the financial position between this 
country and the Free State had been 
published. Mr. Snowden bluntly replied 
that “the question of whether the state- 
ment is intelligible or not depends on the 
intelligence of the person who reads. it.’’ 
This remark is regarded by the colonel 
and his friends as offensive, and unless 
an apology is offered Colonel Gretton in- 
tends to resign the chairmanship of the 
Treasury Committee now inquiring into 
the cost of Government printing. This 
committee is a departmental one, and, 
when its work is finished, its chairman 
will have to report to the Chancellor. 
Colonel Gretton, not unreasonably, per- 
haps, takes the view that it is an impos- 
sible position for him to be expected to 
report on a financial matter to a Minister 
who had suggested that he lacked financia' 
intelligence. 


Mr. Snowden's Difficulties. 


Mr. Snowden, however, is experiencing 
to the full the difficulties of a Chancellor 
of the Exchequer at this time of year, 
and may, perhaps, be pardoned a touch 
of asperity. He is the object of innumer- 
able representations and many deputa- 
tions. Demande are made that he shall 
restore penny postage, reduce the income 
tax, abolish the corporation profits tax, 
lower the entertainments tax, free tea and 
sugar, and reduce the spirit duty. Another 
demand is that he shall remove the means 
disqualification under the Old Age Pensions 
Act. These claims on the national purse, 
added to certain plans of the Government 
which necessarily involve expenditure, are 
quite sufficient to disturb the repose, and 
even the temper, of any Dhencslivr. 


The Russian Delegation. 


The Russian delegation which is to 
come to London to take part in the 
conference on questions outstanding 
between this country and the Soviet 
Government will leave Moscow on March 
28th, and it is expected that the first 
meeting will be held in the following 
week. Quite a formidable agenda is being 
prepared for discussion, including the 
uestion of debts, trading agreements and 
the carrying out of treaties. The Govern- 
ment also intends to raise the question 
of the religious persecution now taking 
place in Russia, and will use its influence 
to secure the release of the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop Cieplak and his 
colleagues from their terrible imprison- 


ment. 


Court Dress. 


Several of the members of the Cabinet 
have now appeared at Court in the regula- 
tion dress, and, instead of creating dis- 
satisfaction among Labour men, observance 
of the usual custom has in most cases 
been commended. The proper thing having 
been done by the men, the ladies of the 
Labour Party propose to follow suit, and 
when the Courts are held those invited 
to attend will accept the invitation and 
appear in the regulation gowns. There is, 
of course, no reason why they should not 
do so, but such a step is likely to cause 
a greater sensation in the ranks of the 
party than did the appearance of Ministers 
in levée dress, 


“Saint Joan.” 


“Saint Joan,” Mr. G. Bernard Shaw's 
play, which is to be given on Wednesday 
next at the New Theatre, has a long cast 
of characters, all male, with the exception 
of Miss Thorndike as the Maid and Miss 
Beatrice Smith as the Duchess de la 
Tremouille. There are seven scenes. The

The Dail met yesterday at ó o'clock, 

President Cosgrave was again absent. Other 
Ministers were in their places. General Maul- 
cahy took a place on a back benck on the 
Goverument side. 

At the conclusion of questions, the Minister 
for Home Affairs, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, 
said :— 

“1 wish to make a short statement of cer- 
tain decisions that have been arrived at in 
connection with the Army situation. At a 
meeting of the Executive Council held this 
morning the following temporary appoint- 
ments to the positions which have been ren- 
dered vacant as a result of the resignations 
announced Jast evening were approved :—

‘‘General Mulcahy has informed me that 
the Chief of Staff does not propose to ag 
with the request of the Government for his 
resignation, ho reasons having been given. 
The Government cannot accept the situation 
that reasons should be given when it decides 
that a particular “Army officer shall leave 
down a particular administrative position. 
The attitude taken by the Chief of Staff will 
make it necessary for the Government to can- 
cel and withdraw his commission. 


EXTENSION OF TIME. 

“ The Executive Council also decided to ex- 
tend to 6 p.m. on Saturday, the 22nd inst., 
the period within which the surrender of 
officers implicated in the mutiny will be ac- 
cepted, and, with regard to the attitude to be 
oc Nar towards those officers, decided to 
adhere to the teims of the memorandum 
drawn up by the late Minister for Defence, 
and read last evening. 

““ Between this and 6 p.m. on Saturday no 
arrests, searches, or other action of an ag- 
gressive nature will be undertaken against 
these officers. 

“I have further to place before the Dail, on 
behalf of the President, his nomination of 
himself to the position of Minister for De- 
fence. Deputies will understand that from 
the nature of the situation it is not a port- 
folio that can be left vacant. 
thinks it necessary that in the circumstances 
he should take up this Ministry. If that pro- 
posa] is endorsed by the Dail, it will be com- 
municated immediately to the Governor- 
General. In the shsence of the President, I 
will act for him in that Ministry.”’ 

Mr. O’Higgins then moved that the Dail 
assent to the nomination of President Cos- 
grave to the position of Minister for Defence. 


THE DEBATE. 
INDICTMENT EASILY FRAMED. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson said that if one de- 
sired to be acrimonioug or destructive in 
criticism, he thought it would be easy to 
frame an indictment of the Ministry in regard 
to Army affairs, and to show that the motion 
to make the President the future Minister 
for Defence should not pass. 

In View of the disclosures in the speech of 
the Minister-for Home Affairs on the previous 
night, it was clear that the body over which 
the new Minister for Defence had presided 
had not been harmonious or of one mind with 
regard to Army administration. Apparently 
its members had been at very active enmity, 
one with another; and if there was any truth 
as he suspected there was, in the indictment 
made by the Minister for Home Affairs, much 
of the responsibility lay with the Minister 
who was now nominated to be the future 
Minister for Defence. 

Mr. Johnson went on to refer to the reports 
read by Mr. ©’Higgins regarding the raid on 
Tuesday night, and said that further infor- 
mation was required concerning those docu- 
ments. The report signed by i Far aicí 
Hogan seemed to him to contain a certain 
amount oí animus. He thought that some 
explanation was called for as to why in such 
a report references were made to Deputy 
McGrath in the terms that were used. 

With regard to the matters leading up to 
the search of the premises in Parnell street, 
Deputy Mulcahy justified the position by say- 
ing that he and his officers were legally 
bound to make the arrests of men under his 
command and under his authority, who. had 
mutinied, and been engaged in a conspiracy 
and stolen guns and ammunition. 


LETTER OF THE LAW. 


He was glad to be informed that the Army 
had come to the stage that there was so much 
particularity in carrying out their duties 
under the law. It had not always been so.

One wondered, for instance, how 
so careless a proceeding, which seemed to 
have involved them in great difficulty, could 
have been allowed as that which marked the 
appointment of Generon Eoin O’ Duffy to Chief 
Command. The announcement was made on 
the 8th of March, but General O’Duffy’s 
duties had not been defined for him until 
Wednesday or the day before. The Chief 
Executive Commander did not know what his 
duties and powers were, and officers in the 
Army felt that they could not obey that 
officer. and that they did not intend to con- 
sult him, and that he could not enforce his 
authority. 


TWO GROUPS. 


There had been allowed to grow up within 
the Army two distinct bodies or groups, one 
of which seemed to have been opposing the 
other, and one of which seemed to be in a 
position to exercise authority, while the other 
was desirous of resisting that authority. That 
allegation or suggestion was denied, and ‘the 
ex-Minister for Defence, who was in the best 
-pésition to know, repudiated that suggestion 
respecting those who formed the Army Coun- 
cil and the main body of the officers of the 
Army. The fact that there was a body of 
opinion on one side, at any rate; was re- 
vealed by the document that was laid before 
the House last week, which spoke of the 
writers as representing the ‘‘ Executive Coun- 
cil of the LR.A.,” and showed that they 
had distinct political purposes and inten- 
tions. 

The House ought to be told a little more 
than it had been told about what had hap- 
pened. At least a broad statement of the 
position should be made. They should be 
told at least as much as the party meeting 
had been told. The House ought to have 
more light thrown upon the situation, so as 
to allow Deputies to feel that they were safe 
in assenting to the appointment of the Presi- 
dent as Minister for ence. 

The position was undoubtedly a serious 
one, and he did not want to aggravate “it 
in the slightest. But there was not only the 
Army to be cosidered. The Minister for 
Home Affairs and uty Mulcahy both com- 
bined to assure the House that they need not 
fear for the loyalty of the main body of the 
Army, but the ordinary citizen required to 
be reassured, and the Dail required to be 
reassured ; and they required to know whether 
the action of the Army Council or the action 
of the Minister for Defence, working through 
the Army Council in relation to Deputy 
McGrath, had any other significance than 
that which had been indicated in these dis- 
cussions. 

He was sure that the purpose of the Army 
Council was to insist that the Army as a 
body should be impartial in its obedience to 
the political authority of the State, They 
shoald “not forget that efficiency of the most 
perfect kind might be too dearly bought if 
the psychological influence was forgotten, and 
that they would gnise the necessity for 
having officers and ‘chiefs in command who 
would evoke from the junior officers and the 
rank and file loyalty to the purpose for which 
the Army was originally established. 

With regard to the inquiry by a Commit- 
tee, he agreed with Deputy Hewat’s sugges- 
tion that some, one or more, members of it 
ought to be men who had not been closely 
associated with the political party at present 
in control of the government of the"vountry. 
There would be greater confidence in the 
work of that Committee if one member of it 
did not belong to the party responsible for 
the present administration. ty Hewat’s 
suggestion was a sound one a wise one, 
which ought to be favourably considered by 
the Government 


CAUSE FOR THANKFULNESS. 


ae Bryan Cooper said that there was 
ope thing that the whole country ought to be 
profoundly thankful for, and t was that 
the rank and file had been absolutely loyal 
throughout the crisis. Whatever insubordina- 
tion there was had been among the officers. 
Under a position of great difficulty the men in 
the ranks had stood to their duty. The late 
Minister for Defence had every right to be 
proud of that remarkable achievement. Theirs 
was & young Army, ng through all the 
difficulties of demobilisation, difficulties such 
as nearly provoked a mutiny in the British 
Army m 1919, and vet the men had shown no 
sign of demoralisation whatever. . 

He would not attempt to minimise the 
seriousnesr of the crisis through which they 
had passed. He would have left more avm- 
pathy for General Tobin and those associated 
with him if their action had been directed to 
a political and not to a military policy. Their 
demand was for the dismissal of the Army 
Council, That Council in ite handling of the 
situation during the past week had nut them- 
selves utterly and indefensibly in the wrong 
because thev had tried to be an emperium in 
imverio, a law unto themselves.

Personally, he was ves 
satisfied that.the crisis had come to a head, 
because. as the Minister for Home Affairs 
had told the House, the elements to produce 
a crisis. had been in existence for a year and 
a half. The. sooner the abscess burst the 
sooner could a cure be effected. The sooner 
the issue was faced the sooner would the 
foundations of the State be laid firm and 
stable, Everyone in the State must recognise 
that the military arm must be the servant 
of the civil authority. 

Deputy McGrath spoke of the endeavours 
he had made to settle “this question.” He 
did not say what question he wanted to 
settle, whether it was a question in the 
Executive Council or a question in the Army.- 
If settling the question with the Army meant 
that more officers and men were to be left 
in the Army than the country needed, that 
Salaries were to be found by the country for 
men that were not required, he (Mr. Gorey) 
a certainly against a settlement on those 
ines. 

The Minister for Home Affairs had spoken 
—and ahout time too—about societies and 
sections and cleavages. They had to face thie 
question of secret societies and otganisations 
over and above the organisation of the Dail, 
and the organisation of the State. Everybody 
could understand the absolute necessity for 
those organisations before the Treaty, but the 
day of societies and secret brotherho»ds had 
gone. He deprecated the very existence of 
such societies, which could live and 
thrive only at the expense of the average 
citizens. No honest man could say that those 
brotherhoods served any useful purpose now. 
They were absolutely subversive of de- 
mocracy, putting the rule of the gun or some 
other rule ve democratic rule; putting a 
premium on inefficiency by finding jobs for 


They all deplored what had just happened, 
but the only way to deal with the facts was 
to face them. ey demanded that the Army 
must be the servant of the State, and that 
fC in it must be made on the basis 
of efficiency only. Every citizen would have 
to get an nal chance, brotherhood or no 
brotherhood. The country could not afford to 
keep an Army higger than its wants. If men 
claimed reward for what they did in the past, 
let them say what they wanted and get on the 
civil list for their past services. The country 
could not, and would not, keep on paying 
them as Major-General this or Captain that 
in the Army. The members on the benches 
behind him were satisfied with the strong 
action the Government had taken. At the 
same time, they did not want the offences of 
the mutineers to be condoned. They of the 
Farmers’ Party, were prepared to s rt the 
Government in insisting on rigid discipline in 
the Army and cleaning out the sores in it. 


DISSENSION MUST CEASE. 


Mr. William Hewatt said that the difficul- 
ties they were faced with were but the natural 
outcome of what had been going on for some 
time. The whole matter arose in the 
Government benches. The Government Party 
was torn in two. His small party and the 
other Opposition parties were not going to 
make political capital out of the difficulties 
of the Government. To do any such thing at 
the moment would be a crime. (Hear, hear.) 

Instead ‘of the peace that the country was 
crying out for they were faced with dissension 
among the Government, and _ incidentally 
among their servants in the Army. That had 
got to cease. As for the temporary head of 
the Ministry for Defence, there was no man 
in. the country better for the position than 
the President, but it had to be nised that 
it was a whole-time job, and he already had 
a heavy weight of responsibility on his 
shoulders.

LONDON TRAMWAYS 
DISPUTE. 


A COMPLETE DEADLOCK. 


At a conference between the various par- 
| ties concerned in the London Tramways dis- 
pute, at the Ministry of Labour yesterday, 
according to an official statement issued last 
night, the employers expressed their willing- 
ness to refer the matter in dispute to an 
independent arbitrator, but the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union did not accept the 
offer. Sir David Shackleton, Chairman, 
then intimated that the Ministry of Labour 
had decided to set up a court of inquiry under 
the Industrial Courts Act, and »he raised 
questions ‘whether notices to close work 
could be held over. 

Mr. Ernest Bevin subsequently announced 
that a strike of the London bus and tram- 
way workers would take place to-night at 
midnight, and that the Court of Inquiry 
would not affect it.

AN UNNECESSARY CONTEST. 


In a leading article, The Times observes :— 

It has been difficult for those of us who stood 
outside the actual campaign to share the 
enthusiasms of the Westminster by-election or 
to regard any possible result with complete 
satisfaction. The contest, whith was always 
unnecessary, began with a series of blunders 
and has ended in a most exciting, but wholly 
unimportant, verdict. There is assuredly no 
triumph for Conservatives in a victory which 
held the safest Conservative stronghold 
in the kingdom by a majority of 
43. In nearly every other constituency the 
same conditions would have meant the 
abandonment to Socialism of a seat which could 
plainly have been held with consummate ease 
by either of two professing anti-Socialists. 
Nor can Mr. Churchill review without regret 
the first false step which led him into the 
Westminster fray.| That it was so nearly 
successful is proof, indeed, of the vigour and 
the skill with which he fought his campaign, 
but success from his own point of view was 
the one justification for embarking on it at 
all. It was his intervention and nothing else 
which rallied such a Labour vote as the 
Abbey Division has never seen before, and 
the Fás candidate is perhaps better en- 
titled than either oí the others to regard his 
achievement with a certain complacency. 
As for the Liberal Party, the figure of their 
poll is sufficient comment on their claim to be 
the deciding force in our present politics. 
The actual consequences, if Mr. Churchill uses 
them wisely, may in fact prove at least as 
valuable to himself as to anyone else. No 
one beyond a small embittered circle desires 
to exclude his brilliance and his driving 
power from the House of Commons, and no 
ene will regard his defeat in this neck and 
neck election as anything but a temporary 
rebuff. The features of his late campaign 
that attracted legitimate criticism were his 
il-timed insistence on sheer anti-Socialism as 
the paramount ciaim on the electors at this 
moment, and the impulse which drove him, 
holding these views, to jeopardise a seat which 
without him was at least anti-Socialist. It 
is no new thing after all to discover that 
judgment is not the most conspicuous of Mr. 
Churchill’s remarkable gifts. 


THE BOUNDARY NEGOTIATIONS. 


The Political Correspondent of the Daily 
Mai says:—A final breakdown in the 
negotiations over defining the Ulster 
boundary has made action by the British 
Government necessary. Conferetices in London, 
followed by round table discussions in Ireland 
between the heads of the Free State and 
Northern Ireland Governments, have .ot re- 
sulted in an agreement, and the British Govern- 
ment must now decide whether it shall appoint 
a Commissioner to the Boundary Commission 
in accordance with the Free State Treaty. 
The difficulty is that, while the Free State 
has appointed a representative to the Com- 
mission, Ulster has refused to do so. It is 
expected that the British Government will 
invite a legal authority from one of the 
Dominions to be its represéntative, so as to 
ensure that there shall be no suggestion of 
partiality. 


300,000 REFUGEES. 


RUMANIAN GOVERNMENT'S 
PROBLEM.

The Rumanian Government is planning to 
dump three hundred thousand of the lowest 
type of Russian Jews in refuge in Bess- 
atabia into foreign countries, chiefly the 
United States, as emi ts. 

These three hundred thousand Jewish 
refugees are from Odessa, Kieff, Kharkoff, 
and other cities in South Russia. 

Apparently the Rumanian Government does 
not object to these pefugees on religious 

unds.. In 1922 and 1923, when they were 

ing from hunger and lack of economic op- 
portunities and pogroms, the Rumanian frontier 
patrols along the Dniester. river, acting upon 
the Government's instructions, drastically 
broke the fixed policy of the Governmem 
and let them enter Bessarabia. The 
Government permitted them to enter Bess- 
arabia on the express condition they would 
leave the country within a year, but now 
there is no place for them to go to, and the 
Rumanian Government wants other countries 
“to hold the bag.” 

It is facilitating the departure of the 
refugees by giving them passports without red 
tape restrictions, and assisting them in every 
possible way to leave.

SCENE AT DECLARATION 
OF THE POLL.

LONDON, Thursday. 

After a recount, Mr. Nicholson, Conserva- 
tive, was to-day elected as M.P. for the Abbey ” 
Division of Westminster by a majority of 43. 
In the first count Mr. Nicholson had a 
majority of 35. In the recount he gained one 
vote, Mr. Churchill lost nine, and Mr. Brock- 
way and Mr. Duckers gained one each, The

The percentage of electors at the poll was 63 
against 50 per cent, in the last contest. Inside 
the counting-room an atmosphere of intense ex- 
citement prevailed during the closing moments 
owing to the closeness of the votes cast for 
the first two candidates, and it was rumoured 
alternately that Mr. Churchill and Mr. Nichol- 
son had won. 
Air. Churchill paced excitedly up and down 
the room. When the count finished a cheer 
broke out from his supporters, and, with a 
smile on his face, he rushed down the room 
and shook hands with Mrs Churchill. At 
the Returning Officer's table, however, the 
figures were Seine checked, and a moment 
later it became known that he had not suc- 
ceeded in winning the seat. 
He came back from his wife to the table, 
his face being very pale. 
had lit a few moments before, was seen to 
fall from his lips to the floor. In 
the confusion for the space of a 
few seconds no one knew who was the 
victor. Mr. Churchill moved away from the 
crowd around the table: and walked to the 
far end of the hall. The Returning Officer 
then walked to the platform and announced 
the figures, which gave Mr. Nicholson at the 
top. ‘Demand a re-count,” shouted ‘Mr. 
Churchill’s agent. But for two minutes he 
stood silent gazing at the floor. Then came 
a word from his wife, and he nodded assent. 
The Returning Officer, who had been await- 
ing Mr. Churchill’s decision, then ordered the 
re-connt. The ballot papers were re-shuffled 
and re-distributed among the clerks, who had 
gone back to the counting tables. The re- 
count gave Mr. Nicholson a majority of 45. 
Mr. Churchill addressed a meeting of his 
supporters after the declaration of the poll. 
Thanking his workers for their extreme 
efforts, he said that the shortening of the time 
of the campaign to the minimum period 
allowed by law adversely affected his 
chances in what from the beginning was an 
extraordinary and astonishing attempt. 
‘Another day—certainly two or three days— 
would probably have produced the result at 
which they were aiming, for they were gain- 
ing every hour. 
“I believe we have succeeded in setting on 
foot a movement and in proclaiming a policy 
which, I am convinced, will exercise a 
material, a potent, and possibly a decisive, 
influence upon the immediate future of our 
public affairs. For my part, Í have no re- 
rets; and I say that you, who have so cheer- 
fully, so generously, and so fearlessly given 
me your wholehearted support, will have no 
rounds whatever for regretting what you 
ba done." 
Mr. Nicholson, addressing a large crowd 
outside the hall, said :—*‘ I thank you for the 
honour you have conferred upon me.” 

Mr. Fenner Brockway said :—‘‘I want to

NEW NEAR EAST 
EXPEDITION. 


TO PHO®OGRAPH EARLY 


RECORDS.

PARIS, Thursday 
A Near East research expedition will start 
from Paris early in April for Asia Minor and 
Evypt, seeking to photograph any written 
record of an earlier day which may exist 
either on paper, papyrus, parchment or 
stone. No attempt will be made to collect 
museum specimens, it is said, the main object 
of the trip being to photograph ancient in- 
scriptions before they have been totally de- 
stroyed by time. The expedition, which 1s 
sponsored by the University of Michigan, 
will be in charge of Professor Francis W. 
Kelsey, head of the Latin Department of 
the University. The Associate Director, Pro- 
fessor George R. Swain, of the Col- 
of Literature and Science, ‘who 
a specialist on technical and 
scientific photography, is at present. in 
London photographing the ' Beatus’’ manu- 
script, which is the oldest existing text of the 
Book of Revelations, interspersed with com- 
mentaries. The text, printed on papyrus, is 
in the. British Museum, and photographic 
copies are being made by Professor Swain for 

the J. P. Morgan Library in New York. 

The Near East Research Expedition will be 
made up of Professor Kelsey, Professor Swain, 
Professor David M. Rollins, of John Hopkins’ 
University; Professor Callendar, of Queen's 
University, Canada; Professor Evelyn White, 
of Leeds University, England, an authority 
on Egyptology ; Professor Ag E. R. Boak, of 
the University of Michigan, and two graduate 
students of the University, Enoch Patterson 
and Herbert Qualley.

But that did not\remove the 
fact that they had a State that had only just 
come ino existence, and whose fabric could 
hardly yet be said to be complete, They had 
Ministers who two of three years ago them- 
selves did not imagine—much less was it 
imagined by anyone else—that. they would be 
holding Ministerial responsibility; and the 
public they represented had for the first time 
W history entered into the position of full 
democratic responsibility and the exercise of 
fuil democratic sovereignty. If deputies and 
the public in those circumstances expected 
that in that stage of the community s exist- 


- ence abnormal things would not occasionally 


happen, they expected miracles. 

He detailed the history of the Army from 
the volunteer stage, The natural result of 
that history was that personal initiative, per- 
sonal daring, personal resource were the 
qualities that brought a man to the.front, and 
along with that, especially during the stages 
oí the conflict with the British forces, personal 
loyalty and companionship of the closest kind, 
The thing that was not a miracle at al) .hap- 
pened, and they had a kind of personal 
hierarchy, and -not in any  vunified 
way—a sense of chieftainship among 
men. Material was formed and fashioned 
which could not have existed otherwise, and 
out of that material the new Arniy had to 
be built up. 

It happened also that the personal factor 
remuained a very large factor in that new 
Army;, personal attachments remained a 
large thor, and that idea of chieftainship 
remaimet a large factor, Men remembered 
with a pride that was excusable the battles 
and the perils they had gone through in 


the past with those whom they admired and 


were attached to. That plainly was the 
materi out of which the National Army, 
in .the main, had to be officered. At the 
ime time if was plain that that state of 
things must páas away, and that, as so 
many deputies had repeated, the Army must 
come to be, and to recognise itself to he, 
in all respects the faithful@instrument of the 
civil power and the democratic stffrage. 


NO DELUSIONS, 

There had never been any delusion on the 
part of the Ministry, including the two 
Ministers who had resigned, on these matters. 
They had been told that they had allowed 
certain things te grow up in the Army. 
That was tnverting the order of facts. 'Thev 
had provided that the Army should grow 
up out of certain things, and those things 
meluded the circumstances that he had 
stated. It included secret combinations in an 
afimesphere of conspiracy. The task of the 
(rovernment had been to enable the country 
to grow out of these things. a 

He had come to the conclusion that owing 
to the very facet that the Army had grown 
up out of these circumstances, and in view 
of the present situation, that certain dis- 
positions in the methods of administratian 
were advisable, and that the chief administra- 
tive offices in the Army should be only 
term offiges—a term as short as might be 
consistent with the practical discharcve of the 
duties of the office, in order that it should 
not grow up in the minds of men or their 
friends or rivals that such a thing existed 
as prescriptive right on the part of any 
person to hold an administrative post in the 
Army. He believed that two years would be 
a long enough term for an officer to hold 
an administrative post in the Army. and 
thet after that term the officer should revert 
to his place in the Army. 

He helieved tnat ii that extraordinary 
document from the two officers had not been 
flung into this gramatic atmosphere he would 
have brought that matter before the con- 
sideration of the Executive Council, and that 
they would have adopted it. 


NO ENMITY. 


Deputy Hewat tried to draw a picture of 
the Executive Council in which members were 
at loggerheads and at enmity. .

PUBLIC SAFETY BILL. 


TRIAL WITHOUT A JURY. 


Km Glenavy took the chair at three 
o'clock, 

The second stage of the Pubhe Safety 
bea aa of Offences) Temporary Bill was 
taken. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that there were some very 
objectionable sections in the bill which out- 
xaged humanity to a certain extent, and which 
experience proved did not stop the abuses 
for which they were intended, The particu- 
lar clause he had in mind dealt with the in- 
fliction of punishment by flogging in respect 
of certain crimes.

He objected to the power given to District 
ree | Justices to try a prisoner without a jury on 
serious charges, and to impose a sentence of 
twelve months’ imprisonment. A prisoner 
charged with a serious offence should have the 
right of trial by jury as laid down in the 
Constitution.

PRESERVING RIGHTS. 


Lord Glenavy explained the various points 

in the report, and said thet if the Com- 
mittee was right, as he thought they were, 
neither the resolution of the Dail by itself 
nor the message by itself, or both combined, 
had any power te fetter the action of the 
Senate. It there was anything in the Con- 
stitution that was clear it was that the Senate 
could make any amendment it thought fit, 
and that amendment would have to be dealt 
with by the Dail when it went back to the 
Dail. 
There was, therefore, a constitutional right 
conferred upon that House of making any 
amendment to any bill not a money bill. 
It seemed to him, and it also seemed plain 
to the Committee, that in inserting this par- 
ticular amendment the Senate were acting 
absolutely within their powers. ‘This was a 
matter that did not affect merely this 
particular question, but one that went to the 
very roots of the limited power conferred 
upon the Senate.

KILRUSH HOSPITAL, 


STATEMENTS AT AN INQUIRY. 


The affairs of the Kilrush District Hos- 
ital were investigated by Mr. J. MacLysaght, 
1 Government Inspector, on Wednesday. 
Mr, Timothy Kelly, Clerk, stated, in the 
course of his evidence, that the committee 
consisted of thirty-one members, and the 
average attendance at meetings was four. 
Inspector—We hear a good deal about the 
tight of public representation, but Kilrush 
does not seem to want representing much. 
Dr. Richard Counihan, medical officer, 
stated that 159 operations had been  per- 
formed in the hospital in 1923, but less than 
50 per cent. would be major operations. The 
operating theatre was not suitable for mejor 
operations. For operations at no ght an oil 
lamp supplied light, and they bad no run- 
ning water. The sanitary arrangements were 
very imperfect. Drinking water had to be 
brought in a barrel from a pump in the town. 
The general discipline in the hospital was 


Mr. Michael McGuane, a former member of 
the committee, comp!ained that the commit- 
tee’s orders had not been carried out, - and 
that tenders had been opened in the board- 
room prior to the meeting of the committee. 

Mr. P. J. Kelly, Assistant Secretary, said 
it was a common practice to receive tenders 
after the specified hour, and Mr. McGuane 
himself had brought in a tender after eleven 
o'clock. 

When the inquiry was resumed yesterday, 

Mr. Michael McGuane stated that he re- 
signed on account of irregularities in the 
sos miuoihio The bread contract was held 
by Mr. Thomas Nagle, who was also a member 
of the committee.

Another irregularity was the fact that the 
bread contract was not advertised. 

Mr. Thomas Nagle stated that his position 
as baker in the workhouse had been abolished, 
and after that his brother supplied him with a 
little money and they opened a bakery. He 
got no salary or pension since January, 1922, 
with the exception of £80, and it was merely 
to ehable him to exiet that he took the con- 
tract for bread. The bread that he supplied 
was excellent bread and was never short in 
weight. 
KILRUSH NURSERY, 

The affairs cf Kilrush Nursery were also 
investigated. 

Mr. Kelly, clerk, said that the same Com- 
mittee managed the nursery 2s the hospital, 
and the same conditions applied in regard to 
contracts. The nursery was nothing more 
than a workhouse, because if an unmarried 
mother had a ticket from a relieving officer or 
dector stating that she was destitute she would 
be admitted. The average cost in the institu- 
tion was 10s, 113d. for a mother and child. 

Dr. Richard Counihan said that the nursery 
was overcrowded and badly ventilated. The 
sanitary conditions were primitive, and, gene- 
rally speaking, conditions were not at all catis- 
factory in the hospital. The nursery could not 
possibly go on as it was at present. 

Mrs. Mary Silles and Miss Helen C. 
O'Connor gave evidence that the Committee 
had always transacted their business to the 
best of their ability. 
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TENEMENT CHILDREN, 
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GOOD WORK OF CHEEVERSTOWN 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the 
suhseribers and friends of the Cheeverstewn 
Convalescent Home for Little Children of the 
Poor, in Dublin yesterday, the Lady Albreda 
Bourke declared that she knew of no more 
deserving institution than the Home, which 
enabled the unfortunate children who were 
compelled to live in airless and sunless 
fanements to spend a few weeks, with good 
food, in wholesome country surroundings. If 
she were wealthy she would like to divide 
her money between such an institution and 
an eye hospital. 

The annual report for 1923 stated that 
during the year 266 children were admitted 
to the Home, as compared with 236 in 1921, 
and 262 in 1922. Of the children admitted, 
183 were between the ages of five and eight, 
and eighty-three were under five years. All, 
with few exceptions, suffered from debility. 

Miss Michie, who inspected the Home on 
the 2nd July, reported that twenty-four 
children were in residence at the date of 
her visit. They all looked happy and well 
eared for, and seemed to be thoroughly en- 
joying their visit to the country and to be 

nefiting by it. Everything was in excellent 
order. 

e Committee appealed to their sub- 
scribers to endeavour to interest their friends 
in the Home. 

On the motion of Dr. Crichton, seconded 
by Sir John W. Moore, consulting physician 
ta the Home, the report and the statement of 
accounts were adopted.

ILLEGITIMACY AND BLACKMAIL. 

Sir Dawson Bates moved the second reading 
of the Illegitimate Children Affiliation Orders 
Bill. He said that under the bill the father of 
an illegitimate child was made liable for its 
maintenance up to 14 years of age, and in 
some cases 16 years, and was also liable for 
expenses at child-birth, and’in case of death 
the expenses of the funeral. At present no 
liability attached to -the father unless the 
child became a burden upon the rates. 

Several members congratulated the Home 
Minister upon the ‘introduction of the bill, 
which removed a great grievance; but they 
suggested that amendments should be intro- 
duced in Committee to further improve the 
bill, and, in particular, to obviate the possi- 
bility of blackmail, and to transfer the hearing 
of all cases under the Act from magistrates 
to resident magistrates sitting in camera. 

THE TRANSFER OF POLICEMEN. 

Mr. William Grant raised the question of 
the transfer of four policemen from Belfast 
to country stations, and sugested that this was 
a sequel to the Nixon case, and that these 
men were being treated unfairly. These men 
were all members of the old R.ILC., and 
joined the Ulster Constabulary upon its 
formation. 

Proceeding, Mr, Grant said that at one 
time these men had never any intention of 
joining the Orange Institution, and only did 
so because the authorities gave permission 
for this Orange Lodge to be inaugurated. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that when a man 
joined’ the foree he knew perfectly well 
that he was liable to be transferred 
from station to station during the course of 
his service. Arrangements were me de for the 
expenses invelved in transferring men and 
their families to new stations. If the prin- 
ciple were laid down that once a policeman 
came into Belfast he was never to meve a 
great injustice would be done to other mem- 
bers of the force who wished a period of duty 
in Belfast. Over one-third of the whole force 
was stationed in Belfast. It was suggested 
that these particular transfers were for the 
purpose of inflicting punishment upon those 
men, He could only say that if these trans- 
fers were. being carried out as a disciplinary 
measure the meu could have been transferred at 
their own expense. In the natura! course of 
changes these men might come back in to 
Belfast, but they could not interfere with 
the discretion of the Inspector-General in re- 
gard to movements of police. 

THE POLICE LODGE: 

Mr. McGuffin said that he did not deny 
the Inspector-General’s right to transfer, “but 
these men were being transferred, because 
they were members of a Lodge constituted of 
members of the police force. The Govern- 
mént allowed this Lodge te be established, 
and the Home Minister attended a meeting 
and addressed it, and gave it his benediction. 
[These men were being victimised because 
they were members of an organisation to 
which the Home Minister himself gave his 
Naas 

Sir Dawson Bates—Not at all. 

Mr. McGuffin, continuing, said that there 
was great dissatisfaction amongst the people 
upon this matter 

Mr. Thompson Donald said that the whole 
difficulty in connection with this Nixon affair 
arose because they permitied an Orange 
Lodge to be formed in the police force. These 
men were not allowed to join an institu- 
tion ‘ike that im the old R.I.C. When they 
established a new force they should have 
been very careful, not only to safeguard the 
interest of the country, but also the interest 
of the men, so that they would not be brought 
into anything which would _ interfere 
with the. regulations. He advised these 
men now that they were members of this 
Lodge to stick to it, because it did not do a 
man any harm to be a member of an Orange 
Lodge. The motive behind the transfer of 
these men wag that they were closely identi- 
fied with District Inspector Nixon. 

Mr. Lavery said that im regard to the 
Nixon affair there were faults on both sides— 
Mr. Nixon’s and the Government’s—but there 
was a feeling that these men were being un- 
justly treated The country was seething 
against the Government at the present time 
for their action. 

NO VICTIMISATION, 

The Leader of the House Cár. Pollock), in- 
tervening, said that the Government were 
fully aware of all the steps taken in 
the Nixon case, and were behind the 
Home Minister. Everything that had 
been done done with the 
approval of the Government. With regard 
to these four mén, there was no question of 
victimisation, for the simple reason that these 
transfers must be under the control of the 
Inspector-General, who must act upon his own 
discretion. He assured the House that the | 
gyi ty acted upon hig own dis- 
cretion, without any intimation from the 
Government. He was not going to enter into 
the grounds of the transfer, for it was an 
administrative matter for the Inspector- 
General. 

Mr. Robb said that the Home Minister was 
responsible for every action of the Inspector- 
General, and, if he did not approve of his 
actions he could dismiss him. 

VOTE OF TWO MILLIONS. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Finance submitted a vote on account in 
respect of the estimates for the year 1924-25, 
amounting to 020,400. This vote repre- 
sents a provision for about three months. The 
total estimates for the year are £7,555,089, 
representing a decrease of about one million 
compared with the present financial year. 

Mr. Barbour pointed out that the financial 
year ended on the 3ist March, and at that 
date everything was closed down, and all 
balances turned back into the Exchequer. 
It was necessary to give the Finance Minister 
money with which to carry on until the 
estimates, as a whole, received the authority 
of the House. The amount asked for was 
about one-quarter of the total requirements 
for the year, and before the end of three 
months it was hoped to pass the estimates 
in

DUBLIN SOCIETY’S CLAIM, 


DEFENDANT’S APPEAL

In the Court of Appeal the case of the 
Irish Agricultural Wholesale Society, Limited, 
Thomas street, Dublin, v. Shelly and others 
came before the Lord Chief Justice and Lord 
Justice Ronan on an appeal on behalf of two 
of the defendants, Catherine B. Murphy and 
Edward Murphy.

NEW RAILWAY BRIDGE. 
—_—_4—— 


FORTHCOMING OPENING AT 


COLERAINE. 


The new bridge over the River Bann at 
‘Coleraine, on the Northern Counties section 
of the: London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way, will be opened to-day, the opening 
ceremony being performed by Major Torrens, 
D.L., Chairman of. the Northern Counties 
Committee,: who, accompanied by the 
manager, Mr. Pepper, and a party of guests 
will travel to Coleraine from Belfast by special 
train. The party will not return to Belfast 
until after the passing of the 2.50 p.m. train, 
Coleraine to gone rig over the new 
bridge. - : 

The construction of the new bridge was 
commenced: in February, 1921, the contrac- 
tors being’ Messrs. Sir W. G. Armstrong, 
Whitwo and Co., Ltd., of London, who 
were alsg responsible for the design. Some 
idea of the magnitude of the work may be 
gathered from the quantities of certain of 
the. materials used, Sa 45,000. cubic. yards 
of filling were required’ for the approaches, 
and over 600 tons of steel for the bridge. 
There were 164 ferro-concrete piles, averaging 
twenty-nine feet ,, while the necessary 
electric fittings connected with the bridge 
locking and the signals at Coleraine cou- 
sumed no less than thirty-two miles of open, 
‘and four and a half. miles of covered wire. 

The bridge is about 800 feet long, of eleven 
spans. ‘The nine fixed spans consist. of 75ft. 
steel plate girders carried. on ferro-concrete 
piers, which in their turn are founded on 
nests of ferro-concrete piles, - The .bascule 

girders are 85ft. long, and give a clear 
waterway of 70ft. They are operated on the 
Strauss principle, being pivoted near one end. 
A counter-weight is slung from behind the 
pivot, which. exactly balances the long us 
stretching out over the opening. his 
eounter-weight, which weighs over tons, 
‘is made of a concrete in which steel punch- 
ings take the place of stones. The oot le 
when open stands up like a huge tower, 
hit above water level.: .
